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OVERSEAS TRADE 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA 1967-68 


This bulletin shows direct trade between overseas countries and 
South Australia. INTERSTATE TRADE AND OVERSEAS TRADE VIA OTHER STATES IS 
EXCLUDED. 


In each table final figures are given against all years except 
1967-68 for which preliminary figures only are shown. 


Table 2 shows quantities and values of principal commodities exported 
whereas Tables 3 and 4 give values of exports and imports by commodity groups 
based on the Standard International Trade Classification, Revised. The revised 
classification of exports was introduced on 1 July 1966 and figures shown 
against groups for 1965-66 are in most cases not strictly comparable with those 
for subsequent periods: in some cases 1965-66 figures for two or more groups 
have been combined to achieve reasonable comparability of content. 


Value of exports is expressed $A f.o.b. or its equivalent at port 
of shipment; value of imports is "transaction value" $A f.o.b. or “domestic 
value" $A f.0.b. at port of shipment, whichever is the higher. 


In individual tables any discrepancies between totals and sums of 
components are due to rounding. 


GENERAL COMMENT 
EXPORTS 


The preliminary total value of direct exports from South Australia 
during 1967-68 was $282.8 million. This was $42.2 million below the 1966-67 
record level of $325.2 million and was the lowest since 1962-63 ($212.9 million). 
Lower quantities of wheat and barley and lower quqntity and price for wool were 
the main factors contributing to the decline in total value of direct exports. 


IMPORTS 


The preliminary total value of direct imports during 1967-68, 
$215.5 million, exceeded by $10.7 million the previous record level of 1963-64 
and was $18.8 million more than in 1966-67. Direct imports for the June quarter 
were also at a record level of $66.7 million, $16.4 million greater than in the 
June quarter 1966-67. The higher level of imports, both for the Jue quarter 
and for the 1967-68 year, resulted mainly from increased imports of Transport 
Equipment. This group accounted for more than $43 million, 20 per cent of total 
Girect imports for the year. Of these imports of Transport Equipment approximately 
#16 million was for aircraft parts, etc , almost exclusively from United States of 
America; and about $27 million for road motor vehicles, parts, etc., of which 
$15 million came from U.S.A., about $5 million from United Kingdom, and less than 
$3.5 million from Japan.

In 1967-68 Japan retained its position as the principal cowmtry to which 
goods were exported although the value of these goods ($61.7 million or 21.8 per cent of 
total exports) was at a lower level than in 1966-67 ($66.7 million, 20.4 per cent). 


Exports to the United Kingdom, second in size of market, have gradually 
declined from a peak of $111.0 million (45.7 per cent of total exports) in 1952-53 to 
$51.5 million (18.2 per cent) in 1967-68. United States of America, taking 11 per cent 
of total exports, New Zealand (5 per cent) and India (4.3 per cent) were other major 
markets.

Total Imports 


The United States of America remained the main source of direct imports into 
South Australia during 1967-68 with a record $70.5 million worth of goods, almost double 
the value of the second major source, the United Kingdom, with $37.3 million. The 
respective proportions of total imports supplied by these two countries in 1967-68 were 
32.7 per cent and 17.3 per cent, compared with 27.6 per cent and 21.0 per cent in 1966-67. 


Other major suppliers of goods were Canada and Japan with 8.3 per cent and 7.2 
per cent respectively.
